Violinist Makes First Appearance 
This Season In Carnegie Hall. 


Eddy Brown made his first appearance 
this season in a violin recital last even- 
ing in Carnegie Hall. His program had 
promise of unusual interest as contain- 
ing a new-sonata for violin and piano- 
forte by Debussy, which Mr. Brown 
then played for the first time in this 
country. He played also Tartini’s G 
major sonata, tke concerto by Jules 
Conus, and a number of shorter pieces, 
including an arrangement by himself of 
a Rondino by Cramer, and of Paganint's 
twenty-second caprice. _ 

Mr. Brown showed, as he nas shown 
before, admirabie qualities of energy, 
vitality, a well-schooled technique, a 
sober and straightforward view of what 
he plays. Perhaps a little more fantasy, 
a lighter play of imagination than ke 
possesses, is needed for Debussy’s new 
“sonata.” It is a sonata chiefly in 
name, and does not conform closely to 
‘the accepted schedules for sonatas; but 
this is not of high importance. There is 
in it much that may be. called Debussy
